Applicants submit the instant paper in response to the Office Action mailed August 30, 200 1 . 


According to the Office Action, Restriction is required under PCT Rule 13.1 and PCT Rule 
13.2. Pursuant to the Restriction, Applicants elect invention Group I, claims 1, 4 and 5, with 
traverse. In that Applicants elect Group I, pursuant to the additional Restriction Requirement, 
Applicants elect, with traverse, the following peptide sequence: 


Traverse is maintained with respect to the requirement for Restriction between Group I, claims 
defining peptide sequences, and Group n, claims defining nucleic acid coding sequences, 
because the nucleic acid sequences of Group n encode the peptide sequences of Group I. 
Restriction is required between Group I and Group n inventions, allegedly, "because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features"
